About Our New School 


For those who find it impossible to 
be at the meeting on Friday the fol- 
lowing is a statement from the School 
Board. 


The Raymond School Board hold 
that the taxes for educational pur- 
poses should be available for school 
expenses by the districts where the 
children from the taxed land are to be 
educated, 

The Raymond School District have 
been handicapped for many years for, 
although we educate the children from 
a large territory, the taxes can only be 
drawn from a_compartively smuall 
area. Fellow-taxpayers, where do your 
taxes for school purposes go? 

We are not at war with St. Mary's 
School Division. They realize the un- 
just division of territory and the ad 
vantage this has given them for many 
years. 

But why should 
forever? Surely there is justice some- 
where. 

Tho Department of Education with 
the Hon. Ivan Casey as Minister, pro- 
mised a thorough investigation of this 
whole set-up the first of January of 
this year. Now this promise is delayed 
until March. 

And in the meantime the Trustees 
of the Raymond School District are 
advertising floating a $210,000 deben- 
ture to build a new High School.

When the above injustice is ironed 
out this school can be built with little 
addition to your taxes. At the present 
time the Department of Education ad- 
vances 25% of the total amount re- 
quired as a loan, % of which is a gift 
to the district, the other % is to be 
paid back in 10 years without interest. 

As citizens let us not pass snap 
judgement on this matter but find out 
the facts and should this building pro- 
gram come to a vote, you will then 
vote as a progressive citizen.

Dear Sir: 

As you know, last Fall several mem- 
bers of our staff spent considerable 
time in Raymond and Magrath making 
a detailed survey of the natural gas 
possibilities of the area. Fol- 
lowing that survey, an extensive and 
careul study was made of the project 
in the hope that the extension would 
be economic and could be made in 
1951. We wish now to advise you of 
the results of that study, but regret 
to say that those results are at the 
moment not particularly encouraging. 


market 


Based on the data secured from the 
market survey, a complete transmis- 
sion system to serve the two towns 
was designed. We find that there 
would be required some five miles of 
10” pipe running from our existing 
16” main line to a point on the east 
erly border of Lethbridge. From that 
point some 17% miles of 8 inch pipe 
would be required extending to Ray- 
mond, with a 8% mile 4 inch branch 
to Magrath. There would be required 
at the town border of both Raymond 
and Magrath a high pressure regulat- 
ing station, and of course in each com- 
munitty a complete medium pressure 
distribution system. These facilities, 
together with other minor items, are 
estimated to cost, at the present level 
of prices, approximately $750,000.00. 


A careful estimate was made of the 
fixed charges resulting from this capi- 
tal investment in with 
principles laid down by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners of the 
Province of Alberta, A detailed esti- 
mate was also made of the annual 
operating and maintance costs in con- 
nection with the project, and the ex-

Modern Lighting Aids Gives Homes . 


New Beauty After Dark 

With the advances which are con- 
stantly being made in indoor lighting, 
there is no longer any need for the 
colors in a home to dim and lose their 
glow at sundown or on drab days. Mod 
ern artificial illumination takes up 
where the sun leaves off and keeps 
color “alive”.

There are several important things 
to know about the relationship of co- 
lor and light.
